This will not work a hard­ 
ship upon anv resident, it is pointed 
out, and it is the confident belief of 
those in charge of the campaign that 
the loyal, patriotic residents oi Jaek- 
son county will desire to help in this 
work. 
The money that is subscribed wilt 
be used entirely for the relief and 
aid of wounded American soldiers. 
There is so much to be done in this 
direction that the government i-< un­ 
able to cope with the situation. Some 
other organization must take it over 
and give its entire time to the work. 
The Red Cross, the greatest charit­ 
able organization in the world vol­ 
unteered its services. 
The money 
that is contributed for this fund is 
entirely separate from that which is 
paid as membership fees.

S« » me of the country press 
roundabout to« » k to the y a rn quite se­ 
riously , and beg a n to a rg ue how it 
w a s possible or im possible for the 
bones of the ex plorer to be found a t 
this day . 
O f course, our loa thsom e loca l con­ 
tem pora ries m ade no reference w ha t­ 
ever to the incident, so tha t w e had 
the home crowd in our own ha nds. It

The other pa pers w ere silent 
beca use they had been scooped the 
g rea test scoop of the century .

Spread of Tuberculosis One 
Of War Dangers, Is Warning 


"While preparing for war every pos­ 
sible precaution,” says Dr. W. ,T. Mar- 
eley, a dire«*tor of tlie Minnesota Pub­ 
lic Health association, "should la* tak- 
t»n t«* make certain that tin* men who 
enlist 
are 
free 
from 
tuberculosis. 
There are probably many enlisting 
whose resistance against «lispnse Is low 
and win* will become active cases of 
tuberculosis when the men are sub­ 
ject e<l to tin* hardships of camps and 
trenches. The idea that camp life will 
harden the system of the weakling is 
false; it will harden those naturally 
strong but has tin* opposite effect upon 
people espe<*ially likely to develop tu­ 
berculosis. 
* 
"Many cases which will become ac­ 
tive as the result of mobilization will 
return as spreaders of infection to vari­ 
ous communities of this state. Accord- 
ingiy, all local health organizations, 
health 
officers and visiting nurses, 
should endeavor to see that equipment 
exists in their communities for the 
proper treatment of these cases. The 
council on national defense has formu­ 
lated plans for the co-operation of all 
state organizations that should assist 
in this work.”
